He assailed them as being lackeys 
of American capitalism. In the 
1930s communism sought to base 
its expansion in this country on 
labor.

go to Russia and find jobs. But 
Amcrican labor, once it saw what 
had happened, began the struggle 
to expose and rid itself of the 
few Communists who had infil- 
trated its leadership. 


Communism next sought to base 
itself on the American Negro and 
on other minorities because they 
were suffering undenied discrimi- 
nation and ‘injustices. This, too, 
failed. Percentagewise, there are 
fewer Negroes in American com- 
munism than there are. Cau- 
casians. Even Khrushchev, in one 
of his arguments with Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, remarked the Ameri- 
can Communist party was he 
weakest in the West.

Gracie, packing 125-mile-per- 
hour winds close in and gale 
winds as far out as 175 miles

“Hurricane emergency warn- 
ings are displayed from Savan- 
nah to Wilmington, N.C., and gale 
warnings elsewhere from More- 
head City, N.C., to Daytona 
Beach, Fla. 


“Hurricane Gracie is an ex- 
tremely dangerous hurricane. All 
safety precautions should be 
rushed to completion imme- 
diately.

The Buntyn youth, stricken with 
acute anterior polio, is in much 
better condition, she said, al- 
though one of his legs remains 
paralyzed. He had received the 
full series of Salk injections. 


No information was imme- 
diately available from Grady: re- 
garding Edwards’ condition, but 
the Atlanta office of the National 
Polio Foundation described it as 


‘“critical.”” Edwards also is in 
an iron lung. He had received 
no shots, the foundation said.

Past Trends Continue 


In. G eorgia LKconomy 


Two stories in the news show a con- 
tinuing trend in the Georgia economy. 

From Athens comes a report that the 
state’s cash farm income, with a siz- 
able lift from the soil bank, last year 
passed three-quartérs of a billion dollars 
for a new high mark: 

Commercial broilers and _ livestock 
continued to rise as a source of farm in- 
come, with the return from broilers at 
165 million more than double that from 
cotton at 75 million. 

The other story out of Donalsonville 
says the population of Seminole County 
has dropped from 8,500 in 1940 to 6,600 
today. At a meeting of the Lions Club 
there, Hoyle Yandle, manager of the 
planning division of the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Commerce, pointed out that 115 
Georgia counties are losing population. 

Declaring that some of our counties 
now have less than 2,000 population, Mr. 
Yandle weclared there was little chance 
of gaining any more people through agri- 
cultural employment. 

Significance of these two stories is 
obvious. While agricultural income is ris- 
ing, sO are productivity and efficiency of 
farming operations. Agricultural labor 
continues to be displaced and farm work- 
ers have no recourse except to seek em- 


ployment in industry.

WASHINGTON— A new force, one both dis- 
turbing and amusing to the pros, has strongly 
entered Democratic preconvention presidential 


politics. It now appears fair to say that the struggle of thebe new- 
comers against the old party professionals will be hardly less dra- 
matic than the struggles among the presidential aspirants themselves. 


This new group that is chal- 
lenging the old-timers for control 
of the convention takes the view 


that it is issues upon which the 
Democrats must depend mainly 
in 1960. The pros, as is their long 
custom, prefer to speak first of 
men and much later of issues—if 
at all, 


The new fellows like to think 
of themselves as intellectuals or 
eggheads. They speak in egghead 
terms. Specifically, they describe 
themselves in miultisyllables as 
“programmatic politicians.”” By 
this they mean they are more 
concerned with party programs 
than with individual candidates. 


The programmatics have al- 
ready made significant gains, 
especially in the Middle West, by 
seizing control of several local 
and regional Democratic organi- 
zations. They are divided as to 
who should be the 1960 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee. But 
they are wholly united on one 
point, at least. 


This is that the nominees must 
be ‘‘liberal’’ enough in their defi- 
nition and free of entanglements 
with Democratic professionals. 
These professionals are, on the 
whole, the old ‘““‘Truman men” of 
the party, beginning with Truman 
himself and going down the list 
of his closest associates.
